KILLING SMUT ON OATS. 


A SERVICEABLE METHOD. 


Fur the Shipment of Fruit and

So much depends upon

j thought has been devoted to construct- 


ins a carrier which should not only 
prutoci iti contentd irom injury 
in 


transit, but should be in a form 
to 
facilitate 
their 
handling 
by 


the retailer. 
This carrier seems to 


have solved the problem admirably. 


It is sjmply a light, open case, made 


of thin stuff, but tolerably strong, and 
holding six small baskets a little larg- 
er than the common five-pound grape 
baskets. 
Occasionally some axe seen 


holding eight tills or baskets, and 
sometimes one Holding four, but tho 
popular size holds six in two tiers. The 
one shown is filled with tomatoes, the 
end baskets showing thoia as they

come wrapped in papers, the one in the 
center having the papers removed to 
show the fruit. A larger part of the 
Southern tomatoes come in these car- 
riers, as well as the peaches, plums 
and grapes, and they are largely used 
for shipping Northern grapes, and for 
many other products. 
The construc- 


tion affords good ventilation, the bask- 
ets serve to carry the contents in good 
shape, and are of a size that pleases re- 
tailers. 
The cost ought not t- V 


great, either. 


Potatoes in a Dry Cllmau 


A great many failures are made in 


farming from not understanding how 
to meet the peculiar conditions exist- 
ing. We have here in Oklahoma the 
richest soil that I have ever been ac- 
quainted with, and a favoring climate, 
except in the one particular of lack of 
rainfall at some season of the year. 


Many fail in raising a full supply of 


potatoes, or if they raise a good sup- 
ply, then in keeping them during the 
long warm autumn until they can go 
into winter storage. 


This section has been settled six 


years, and though formerly accustomed 
to a wet Northern 
climate, I ha\c 


raised five fair crops of potatoes out 
of the six planted, and have not lost 
any more by rotting than in former 
locations. In four out of the six years 
mulching was better than cultivation, 
and in the other two equally as good. 


Last year I had them grown under 


four methods. The bect-and earliest 
were from volunteer stock coming up 
from those left in tfce soil at d'ggisg- 
time. 
They had been grown under 


mulch, and the mulch protected them 
from freezing during the winter, and 
as the ground was not plowed at dig- 
ging-time all that was done to them for 
the next crop Mas to 
apply 
more 


mulching just as the young shoots were 
coming through the ground. 
But 1 


would not recommend the continuance 
of this practice, as plowing ia certain- 
ly needed, especially where perennial 
weeds infest the ground. 


As I understand it now I would rec- 


ommend very early and deep planting 
say any time during February, and at 
least eight inches deep, of such varie- 
ties as Early Ohio and Bliss or Red 
Triumph, which have proved to be wel! 
adapted to a dry climate, and then 
mulch just as they are coming through 
the ground. No cultivation is given 
and except that it should be a wet 
autumn, to start seco'nd growth they 
should be allowed to remain in the 
ground and used as needed. 
Ours 


were hot all dug until February anfl 
they were in fine condition for eating. 


Late Potatoe* for Seed. 


I believe that a late crop of potatoes 


makea better seed than an early one. 
Many growers do all their planting in 
April and May, having found compar- 
atively early planting the safest; but 
such growers should try the plan oi 
raising a late patch for the next year's 
seed. 
The second-crop seed of the 


South keeps well and makes heavy 
sprouts in the spring, because it is not 
fully'mature when dug late in the fall 
A late Northern crop is also slow In 
sprouting, going through the winter in 
better shape than one ripened the last 
of August. Even where June planting 
is not very successful in making good 
yields, it should be given a trial to an 
extent sufficient to furnish seed one 
year, and a test of this seed with that 
from an earlier crop will probably con- 
v.nce the grower that the late has th< 
most vitality. 
In the latter part oi 


June try a late patch for this purpose 
Plant in a deep trench, and cover light- 
:y, continuing to fill the trench dur- 
ing the cultivation, and leaving the 
surface 
level when all cultivator 


Ceases. 
This counteracts effects ol 


drought.

In the thermometer. 
Other treat- 


ments involving shrinking the seec 
with solutions of different fungicide; 
or soaking the oats in sucu solutions 
were tested side by side, and severaj 
of them gave excellent results witbj 
only slight expense. Complete pre- 
vention of smuL was obtained by 
sprinkling the oats with a 1 per cent, 
solution of lysol or formalin, costing 
5 cents and 4 cents, respectively, per 
bushel; or by soaking the seed for one 
hour in a 0.3 per cent, solution of 
lysol, costing 2.7 cents per bushel, or 
in a 0.2 per cent, solution of formalin, 
costing 1.4 cents. 


Quickly Made- CUtern fur Barn. 
Have a cistern that will supply water 


on rainy days, at least. This will pre- 
vent exposure to the storm. 
Three 


barrels mounted in a corner of the 
barn as shown in the cut will hold 
enough for the stock during all stoi-ms, 
for while the storm lasts the barrels 
will be replenished. A pipe from the 
gutter is brought inside the boarding

to the first barrel, and conveyed to any 
number of others in the manner shown. 
A tub, with faucet, is placed below the 
last barrel. This plan is. a great ad- 
vantage over driving stock out in the 
rain. A still better plan, on farms 
where it is possible, is to bring the 
water into the barn by a pipe from a 
spring or brook. It may also be 
brought into the barn by a pipe laid 
from a nearby well, having a pump 
in the barn. The comfort and the sav- 
ing of time and labor by having a sup- 
ply of water thus always at hand can 
only be appreciated by an experience 
with this convenience. 


Controlling Plant Lice. 


Plant lice are among the most im- 


portant of the injurious insects. They 
may be found every year in the or- 
chard and garden, but seldom in such 
numbers as during the past season 
They do not devour the tissue of the 
host plant but suck the sap by means 
of their tube-like mouth parts. They 
swarra upon the open leaf buds and 
on the under surfaces of the leaves, 
causing them to curl and to become 
otherwise distorted. 
These 
insects 


multiply with great rapidity, but are 
held in check to a certain degree by 
numerous predaceous and parasitic in- 
sects (V. H. Lowe, Bulletin 139, Gen- 
eva, N Y., Experiment Station). In 
mose species the young are born alive 
during the spring and summer, eggs 
not being pioduced until fall. 


As plant lice suck their food, paris 


green and similar poisons cannot be 
depended upon when used in the or- 
dinary manner. Some external irri- 
tant must be used instead. Numerous 
Bsecticides of this nature are recom- 
mended. One of the most important is 
good whale oil soap. Experiments dur- 
ing the past season show that one 
pound of whale oil soap to seven gal- 
lons of water will kill plum and cur- 
rant lice. The solution should be ap- 
plied in a very fine spray to the under 
surface of the leaves. It is important 
that the work be done very thoroughly. 
The first application should be made 
as soon as the lice appear in the spring 
which will be soon after the leaf buds' 
open. A second or third application 
may be made as occasion demands. 


To Kill Potato Beetle*. 


Mix 1 pound acetate or sugar of 


lead with 3 ounces arsenate of soda. 
Remember these are violent poisons. 
Dissolve one tablespoonful of this mix- 
ture in 12 quarts of water. ' To every 
•?6 gallons add a tablespoonful of paris 
green and spray the vines. Last year 
a field of potatoes fairly alive with 
bugs was completely free of them in 
three days after the application and 
they did not return the remainder of 
the season.

There are several distinct kinds o! 


leaf-hoppers that work upon grapt 
leaves. All art minute, narrow. >-*•!• 
JowUh insect^ about one-eighth Incfc 
long, and some have 
their 
wing: 


crossed by blood-ied bands. 
Among 


vineyardists, these insects are knovc 
as thrips: properly, however, thif 
name belongs to an entirely different 
group of insects. The grape leaf-hop- 
pers pass the winter in the adult state 
hibernating under dead leaves or othei 
rubbish, the survivors becoming active 
in spring, when they insert their eggs 
in punctures in the leaves of the vine 
The yellow nymphs are hatched from 
these eggs during the month of June 
and they resemble their parents ex- 
cept in size, and in having no wings. 
During their growth, they shed theh 
skins (which are nearly white) sev- 
eral times, and although 
exceedingly 


delicate and gossanier-hice, the empty 
skins remain for some time attached 
to the leaves in a very lifelike atti- 
tude. 


The nymphs feed together on the un- 


der sides of the leaves, and are very 
quick in their movements, hopping 
briskly about by means of their hind 
legs, which are especially fitted for 
this purpose. 
They have a peculiar 


habit of running sideways, and when 
they see that they are observed upon 
one side of a leaf, they will 
often 


dodge quickly around to the other. 
Each is furnished with a sharp beak 
or proboscis, with wMch it punctures 
the skin of the leaf, and then sucks 
out the sap; this produces yellowish or 
brownish spots on the upper surface 
At first, these spots are small, and do 
not attract attention; but as the in- 
sects increase in size, tbe spots often 
involve the whole leaf, which appears 
as though scorched, and it often drops 
from the vine. Occasionally, vines be- 
come so far defoliated that the fruit 
fails to ripen. 
^ 


With the full growth of its wings, 


the insect acquires such 
powers of 


flight that it readily flies from vine to 
vine, and thus spreads in all direc- 
tions. 
It continues its mischievous 


work until late in the season, when it 
seeks shelter for the winter. 


The ClmtCd, Delaware, and 
other 


thin-leafed varieties suffer more from 
the attacks of these leaf-hoppers than 
do the thick-leafed sorts like the Con- 
cord. The insects are sometimes quite 
abundant in a vineyard one year, and 
comparatively scarce the next. Their 
preservation, doubtless, depends mucti 
on favorable hibernating conditions. 
One should not wait until late in the 
season, when the leaf-hoppers are full- 
grown and can fly, before beginning 
active warfare against them. 
When 


young, they can only hop about, and 
are, also, more susceptible to insect 
icides. As they suck their food from 
the interior of the leaves, the poisons 
can have no effect upon them. Ker- 
osene emulsion or whale-oil soap (one 
pound dissolved in six to ten gallons 
of water) thoroughly 
applied, and 


aimed at the insects on the under sides 
of the leaves about July 1, will check 
*^^™<» Isaf-horrsrH- 
It will reauire 


much more than ordinary 
care 
in 


spraying to hit these insects. The noa- 
zle should be arranged on the end of "a 
short tube bent at right angles so as to 
form what is known as an "under- 
spray nozzle." 
One or two -thorough 


and intelligent sprayings about July 1 
will surely hold the pest in check. 


In New Jersey, where the insects are 


often very serious pests, and especial- 
ly where the vines are trained 
en 


wires, some of the vineyardists report 
excellent results from 
the following 


procedure: Very large palm-leaf fans 
are covered on both sides with gas tar, 
and these are then swung about near 
the vines as one walks along between 
the rows, and another person walks 
along on the other side and jars the 
vines, thus disturbing the insects, and 
causingthemtojumvor fly off for a mo- 
ment. The result is that thousands of 
the leaf-hoppers are caught 
on the 


sticky fans. One authority states that, 
by repeating this operation two or 
three times a week for two weeks, 
practical exemption for the rest of the 
season can be secured. 
Much of the 


success of this method will depend 
upon how thoroughly the insects are 
disturbed and made to leave the vines, 
also upon how actively the fans are 
operated. In fact, the success of any 
operation 
against 
insects 
depends 


largely upon the intelligence and thor- 
oughness one puts into it. There is al- 
together too much haphazard, guess- 
work kind of insect warfare carried on 
by our fruit growers.

A gccd cakewalker is born, just like 


any other artist, writes a St. Louis 
expert. A man can learn to cut up an- 
tics, go through funny 
movements 


and win applause from an audience 
that wants to be- amused, but unless 
he is endowed fay nature all these 
qualities will not make him an artist. 


if a fellow wants to be a cakewalk- 


er, being first equipped by nature, he 
should get his eagle eye out for a 
lady. It makes all the difference in 
the world what kind of a partner you 
have. See that she's good looking. 
has fair skin and hair not too kinky. 
Tbe wavy-haired maiden Is the most 
attractive and tbe most precious, too. 
Let her demonstrate to you that she 
can do anything on two feet, from the 
pasmala to the minuet, though I don't 
mean to say that the pasmala is al- 
lowed in the refinsd cakewalk. It is 
not. It is too sporty, and we always 
bar it. But all these little things 
lend grace and experience to the 
walker, and the more of them she 
knows the better. 


Rehearse frequently with your part- 


ner. Show her how to smile when 
your jaws begin to crack and agree ou 
the best way to 
salute each other. 


Watch the audience on this point. See 
which poses they 
applaud most and 


then play the favorites for all they're 
worth. 


The various twists and turns in th« 


cakewalk are not parts of any regular 
dances. They are ingenious contri- 
vances of our own. When a couple 
come on and do their little turn, they 
go through what we call a solo. Then 
we have the chorus walk, the indi- 
vidual's specialty, the hoi polloi chor- 
us, or the one where all hands mix 
in a general scramble for exhibition 
honors, and the genteel gyration of 
geniuses or the chorus of all stars. I 
usually lead and act as manager of the 
entertainment. 


I think the beat dress for a man 


cakewalker is the swallowtail or the 
Prince Albert. 
Sometimes the over- 


coat Is worn with good effect, and a 
cane gives a fellow an opportunity to 
find a place for his hands and adds 
grace and dignity to his- bearing. A 
silk tile is the proper caper, especial- 
ly on a well-formed man. It makes 
you look nice and shiny, shows off 
your style and gives you a chance to 
get in some fine salutations, bows and 
courtesies with your lady. I always 
use it. It is indispensable to a first- 
class walker's outfit. 
Patent leather 


shoes are the best for the feet, and the 
more diamonds you have the greater 
your chance to make a killing. Even- 
ing costume is the proper thing for 
ladies. 


A cakewalker makes from $6 to $15 


a performance. I get the biggest div- 
vy for managing the affairs. If the 
business does not become slack it's 
the best thing in sight for a graceful 
walker. St. Louis has the best color- 
ed dancers in the worlu, isc cress: 
of the profession. 


Contests are decided on these points: 


Keeping step, making straight turns, 
costume, 
refined facial expressions, 


well-matched couples and original 
movements. March music is the best, 
unless for solo work.

I am a shampooer and Turkish bath 
expert. I have travelled with min- 
strel shows, done theatrical turns and 
been in everything on the stage; so it 
comes natural to me to win out in a 
cakewalk battle.

HE NEEDS REST. 


President McKinley Is Worn Out by the 


Cares of His Position. 


New York, ilay 7.—The Times has the 


following special from Washington: 


Presidtnt Mc-Kinley's announcement 


that he w ill on Monday leave the \Vhue 
House for a visit of two or three weeks 
to Hot Springs, Va , is heard with sat- 
isfaction by tome of his friends, but 
with unconcealed anxiety by others. 


The reason for his going is admitted 


to be ill health, but care is taken to as- 
sure inquirers at the "White House that 
it is not a serious illness, and that the 
president expects to derive so much ben- 
efit from the rest and the use of the 
waters as fully to justify him in separat- 
ing himself from his usual post of duty. 


The trou'ble with the president, it is 


explained, is a tendency to rheumatism, 
which occasionally asserts itself and 
adds to the weariness incidental to close 
application to business. But the rheu- 
matism, it is suggested, is but a mani- 
festation of disturbance of the normal 
functions, and seems to indicate to so- 
licitous friends that the president js 
more seriously burdened with duties 
than is suspected by many who meet him 
every day. He has been under tiemen- 
dous strain for two years. 


When he determined about two months 


ago to take a lest at Thomasville, with 
Senator Hanna, Mr. McKirley expected 
to return quite refreshed by his vaca- 
tion, although he knew that it would be 
interrupted by a few public receptions 
and a speech or tw o. He came back with- 
out having realized the expectations 
with which he left for the south. In- 
deed, it is said by a friend of the presi- 
dent, that he was about as weary when 
he reached the White House on lus re- 
turn as when he started. 


The president returned from Georgia 


just about a month ago. Since his re- 
turn he has been admonished by his oc- 
casional lapses into weariness and rheu- 
matism that he needed more rest. It has 
been with some discomfort that he has 
at times joined the cabinet on regular 
meeting days. The imperative necessity 
of relieving him of much of the drudg- 
ery of receiving calls—some of them idle, 
but no less wearing—has led to the 
stricter regulation of official calls, the 
restricting of interviews to those who 
ought to bee seen in the interest of dis- 
patch of public business, and the abso- 
lute refusal of inters ie\vs on cabinet 
days. 


It is understood that the president 


does not intend to stop resting with 
this visit to the Virginia springs. Hav- j 
ing been subjected to the extreme heat 
of summer last year, and knowing that 
he may easily escape it next summer, he 
contemplates being away from Wash- 
ington as frequently and for as long peri- 
ods as actual public needs \\ ill permit. 


Vice President Hobart, himself just 


recovering from a very trying illness, 
hopes to have the president as his guest 
at I-iong Branch for a season. The presi- 
dent has not yet, it is said, made any 
piogram for the summer which may not 
be amended, but he has about decided 
that he will not be here much of the time.

I can see no reason why the 


American iron and steel industry should 
not watch us even more closely than in 
the past, for Rhodesia is going forward 
without government suppoit, and we 
want to attract enterprising1 Anglo- 
Saxons and let them see the enormous 
scope befoere them. The government's 
caution in supporting us is no new thing. 
Take Madagascar, for example. ~No man 
has done so much for that island as Gen- 
eral Gallieni, and yet even now he is 
obliged to go upon his knees and suppli- 
cate the French groves nment to follow 
even our limited example and opeli up 
the country. 


"The German emperor, •« ho is a man of 


imn.fnse intelligence, sees clearly the 
ultimate value of present support in sim- 
ilar cass. I believe that Americans are 
quicker to see business possibilities than 
the average Englishman, who is cau- 
tious, conservative and insular as a 
rule; but once the Briton sees clearly, 
then no amount of capital is enough to 
sink. You can say that Ameueans are 
as welcome in Rhodesia as brothers. 
Three years will see us on the crest of an 
enormous wave of prosperity." 


Regarding the opening up of the Phil- 


ippines, Mr. Rhodes said: • If my ob- 
servation is correct, the Americans will 
be quick to see the great possibilities of 
trade in that direction, and will not 
stand waiting-, but will lush with capi- 
tal to develop the industries of the is- 
lands. It is- impossible to believe that 
thfe American government, with such 
fact? and possibilities b'eyond A sha/tow 
of doubt, will hesitate a moment, as the 
British government has done regaidmg 
Rhodesia."

ning of the civil war as !t came to our 
town," said a man who is not yet a vet- 
eran. "I was about 1C years old. 
I 


was returning home in tbe afternoon. 
I saw coming toward me a horse rid- 
den, as 1 recall it, madly by a. man. 
As they came nearer I neard the man 
shouting. Th» horse WAS blowing like 
a locomotive. 1 noticed that the man 
rode bareback. Every time he yelled 
he plunged his heels into the hlUtra of 
the horse, I do not remember the t-ii- 
act words of the rider, but they v. ere 
about 'war beginning.' As he rode 
people in the street who saw him stop- 
ped, listened, and asked one another 
about It. many windows along the way 
were hoisted, and as I proceeded home- 
ward the women who knew me called 
from the lookouts and asked me what 
•that man' said about the war. 


"When I reached home I found my 


mother's parlor a scene of confusion. 
The neighbors had called in to tell her 
what they knew and to ask what she 
knew about the war. 
The negroes 


about our house -were frightened. One 
of them took refuge in tbe cellar and 
came out only after she had been 
threatened. 
Her fear was the 'abo- 


lishiners.' 
The word 'Yankee' as an 


approbious epithet had not at that time 
come Into use. 


"There were two newspapers In the 


town and each one got out what was 
called an 'extra.' It was not much like 
the extra of this generation. The news 
of the firing on Sumter consisted of 
less than 200 words, was printed on a 
small slip of white newspaper and was 
set in the same width as the columns 
of the papers which issued them. There 
was no advertisement or other news on 
the slips. These extras sold for 25 
cents a piece. From that time until 
the close of the war that was the sort 
of 'extra' that was issued by the papers 
in the town where I lived. 


"A long time afterward I heard talk 


about the man who rode the horse and 
who spread the news. He was the son 
of the town miller. 
I never heard 


where he got his information, but as 
soon as he heard it he mounted the 
horse that had been hitched to the rack 
in front of1Ee~lnIH and carried the 
news of his own accord. There were 
four boys In that miller's family. They 
enlisted early for the Confederate 
cause. Not one of them returned. The 
one who spread the news was killed 
somewhere in the 
'Wilderness;' at 


least, he was known to go into one of 
the engagements of that-series of stub- 
born fights and never came out. His 
body was never identified. 


"I recall that at the time of the fire 


on Sumter, many of our people were 
still 'on the fence,' as we said. 
The 


Lincoln electors had received few votes 
in the town. It was a Breckinridge 
section. I remember that the tendency 
was in favor of the preservation of the 
Union, but the people were afraid of 
Lincoln. At that time they believed 
he had been elected for no other pur- 
pose than that of 'freeing the niggers 
and stealing the horses.' And so it 
happened that negroes and horses were 
locked up often at night, together, not 
in the same room, of course, but often 
in adjoining rooms in the outhouses. I 
have often thought that, if the people 
had understood Lincoln in the begin- 
ning of the war as they came to know 
him later, many a man who went South 
would have fought for the Union. And 
if I am correct in that, would the war 
have lasted as long as it did? 


"I remember a gathering at the 


house of my father one evening in 
which the military genius of Gen. 
Scott was discussed. Some present had 
been with Scott in Mexico. It was the 
consensus of that gathering, and this 
was before the Bull Run fight, that 
Napoleon came first and Winneld Scott 
second. 
What an impression that 


made on my mind. I remember hear- 
ing one of the Scott enthusiasts say 
that Scott would end the war in one 
fight. 


"I shall never forget the news of the 


first Bull Run fight. My people had 
arranged to leave the town on a short 
vacation, but this news kept them at 
home. The second day's news gave 
more particulars. It told of the rout- 
ing of the Union Army. And then I 
saw something in human nature'%hich 
I had never seen before, of which I 
knew nothing. I saw the fence cleared, 
to take up the old metaphor. And ev- 
ery man. and family came off to join 
the Southern cause. I recall that Scott 
was called a granny, and very soon af- 
ter his name was forgotten. The first 
Bull Run made recruits for the South. 
Several regiments enlisted in my town 
and county. Success of the South in 
the first engagement 
of any conse- 


quence carried with it the doubters. 
And in nearly every instance of this 
life which I have observed, I have 
found that, as soon as success is estab- 
lished, those who shook ^helr heads he- 
came followers, and yet you and I have 
known some successes to turn out fail- 
ures, paradoxical as that may sound."

It was the Peacemaker, one of the 
larger guns of the ships armament, a 
new and to tie commander a favorite 
piece of ordance. 


To exhibit the superiority of these 


new and formidable cannon Commo- 
dore Stockton 
had invited and re- 


ceived on board a large and brilliant 
company of both sexes for an excur- 
sion down the river. In this party 
were included President Tyler, Mrs. 
Robert Tyler, Miss Cooper, John Ty- 
ler, Jr., from the White House; a 
large number of officers, in full uni- 
form; all the members of the Cabinet, 
except Mr. Spencer; many other per- 
sons of high official 
rank, Senators 


and Representatives, 
attaches and 


secretaries of legation; Gen. Almonte. 
Minister from Mexico, &c., in 
all 


about 400 persons. 
• When the Princ§£on had fairly pass- 
ed Fort Washington the Peacemaker 
was shotted and 3red, the effect of 
which proved its remarkable power, 
and won the 
admiration of all on 


board. An hour afterward, by re- 
quest, the piece was loaded for firing 
a second time. The gun was now 
pointed to leeward, and behind it 
stood Commodore Stockton; a little 
to the left of him Mr. J. Washington 
Tyson, Assistant Postmaster-General. 
By the side of the latter, a little be- 
hind him, stood Mr. Strickland of 
Philadelphia, and a. little to tbe right 
of but behind him, Col. Benton oi 
Missouri, who had a lady at his arm, 
and Judge S. S. Phelps, Senator from 
Vermont. To the leeward of tbe gun 
stood Judge Upshur. the Secretary of 
State, and Gov. Gilmer, the Secretary 
of the Navy; and a short distance be- 
hind them Mr. Maxey, the late Charge 
d'Affaires to Belgium. By the side of 
him stood the Hon. Mr. Gafdiner of 
New York and Commodore Kennon, 
chief of the Navy Bureau. 


On firing the gun a murderous blast 


succeeded—the whole ship shook and 
reeled—and a dense cloud of smoke 
enveloped the 
entire group on the 


forecastle; but when this blew away 
an awful and heartrending scene pre- 
sented itself to the view of the hushed 
and agonized spectators. 
The gun had 


burst at a point three or four feet from 
the breech, and scattered death and 
destruction all around! 


The lower part of the gun, from the 


trunnions to the 
breech, was blown 


oft'. Secretary Upshur was badly cut 
over the eye and in his legs, and ex- 
pired in a very few minutes. Mr. 
Gilmer of Virginia—under whose ofS- 


direction, as Secretary of the 


Navy, the power of this great gun was 
tested—was likewise mortally wound- 
ed and soon breathed his last. Mr. 
Maxey had his arms and one of his 
legs cut off. Mr. 
Gardiner of New 


York—the futuie 
father-in-law 
of 


President 
Tyler—and 
Commodore 


Kennon died in about half an hour. 


About a dozen sailors were badly 


wounded; one was dead, and behind 
him. Col. Benton, Judge Phelps, and 
Mr. Strickland, as if dead, were ex- 
tended on the 
deck. Mr. Tyson of 


Philadelphia, near by, was unhurt, al- 
.hough a piece of the gun had passed 
through his hat about two inches from 
his skull. President Tyler escaped by 
a close margin, he having been called 
back from where he stood just a mo- 
ment before. 


Col. Thomas Hart Benton, author of 


"My Thirty Years in the Senate," the 
father-in-law of Gen. Fremont, 
and 


one of the most noted men of the old 
regiire, gives an interesting account 
of his own experience at the time of 
the explosion. Among other things, 
he says: 


"Lieut. Hunt caused the gun to be 


worked, to show the ease and precis- 
ion with which her direction could be 
changed, and then pointed down the 
river to make the fire, himself and the 
gunners standing near the breach on 
the right. I opened my mouth wide 
to receive the concussion in the inside 
as well as on the outside, so as to 
lessen the force of the external shock. 
I saw the hammer pulled back, heard 
a tap, saw a flash, felt a blast in the 
face, and knew that my hat was gone; 
and that was the last that I knew of 
the world or of myself for a time, of 
which I could give no account. 


"The first that I know of myself or 


of anything afterward was of rising up 
at the breach of the gun, seeing the 
gun itself split open; two seamen, the 
blood oozing from their ears and nos- 
trils, rising and reeling near me, and 
Commodore Stockton, hat gone and 
face blackened, standing bolt upright, 
staring fixedly upon the shattered 
gun. I ha<l heard no noise, no more 
than the dead. 1 only knew that the 
gun had burst from seeing its frag- 
ments. I had gone through the ex- 
perience of 
a sudden death, as if 


from 
lightning, which •extinguishes 


knowledge and sensation, and takes 
one out of the world without thought 
or feeling. I think I know what it 
Is to die without knowing it, and that 
mich a death U nothing to him that

All 
the planning and uuilding of fortifica- 
tions, tbe mounting of guns, the de- i 
signing of gun carriages, the mainte- 
nance of channels in all the narbors of 
the United States; supervision and ex- 
amination of bridges over all navigable 
waterways; care, maintenance and 
erection of lighthouses, coine iiito their 
department. 


Here are some things that an officer 


of the United States Army has to know 
if be expects to be ready for any call: 
Algebra, geometry, trigonometry, as- 
tronomy, metallurgy, mechanics, pho- 
tography, electricity, optics, ballistics, 
civil and military engineering, chemis- 
try, submarine engineering, and, of 
course, he must be well up in tbe ge- 
ography of his own country as well as 
in that of all other places where it is 
at all possible that he will be sent. If 
he is detailed to lay or command sub- 
marine mines he must know enough 
about the action of tides and waves to 
understand just how the mines must be 
laid and to guard against any apcident 
to them. If he is to take the field 
where the country is difficult, 
and 


large bodies of troops have to be moved 
quickly, he must be able to build bridg- 
es and perhaps to make roads. 
A 


knowledge of surveying is almost in- 
dispensable. 


He may be assigned to report on the 


best powder to use. In that case a 
knowledge of chemistry and an inti- 
mate acquaintance with explosives will 
be demanded of him. Hardly any ofll- 
cer who expects to be detailed for any 
service except the dullest routine duty 
can afford to be without a knowledge 
of photography. It is used in almost 
all departments of the army now. So 
a man who wishes to excel in the ar- 
my am find plenty of work for him- 
self.

has been constantly before this old 
colored man's vision. 
He has never 


missed a day from that dingy sentry- 
box since Mount Vernon passed into 
the charge of the ladies, and before 
that, dating from 1841, he had lived 
on the place. He was a slave of John 
Washington, and is the last of the 
old servants now living. 


Every other Saturday Parker comes 


over to Washington, always carrying 
with him an old-fashioned carpet-bag, 
so common in the days of reconstruc- 
tion.' The following Monday morning 
he may always he seen a half-hour at 
least before the first train starts for 
Mount Vernon, waiting around the cor- 
ner of Pennsylvania-ave. and Thir- 
teenth-st. 
He has never missed the 


first train since the electric cars began 
running to Mount Vernon.

that the first boat to Mount Vernon, 
on alternating Monday mornings, al- 
ways found him a passenger. 


Parker is, indeed, a character.

Penobsrot and Other Maine Rivers Fillec 


by the Spring Freshet 


Bangor, Me., May ".—The great height 


of the water in the Penobscot ruer is 
proving a hindrance to all branches oi 
the lumber trade. The river is so high 
that it has been found necessary to hang 
up all the early drives, as the booms 
•w ould not stand the strain of any more 
logs \\ith the current running as swift- 
ly as it doesjit present, 


Everything is afloat along the banks 


of the Aroostook river, the ^ater ir 
some places being over the tioors of the 
mil'.s, all or \\ hich have been obliged to 
shut do\\n. The lowlands in the north 
country are flooded, and many of the 
country roads are under water. 


About 12.000,000 feet of logs are nov 


hung up in the Penobscot above Oldtown 
and they will not be moved until the 
water falls. 


Only one of the dozen or more mills 


above Bangor is running, and it is no 
thought that any of them w ill start f o 
a v/eek or more, as the freshet will un 
dcubtedly continue. Should a heavy ram 
fall, operations will have to be postponed 
still longer. 


The steam mills at and below Bango 


are all in operation except one. Th 
flood is interfering1 with the supply o 
logs, and it is feared many of these mill 
will have to close. Not a log or a raf 
of lumber has yet been brought to Ban 
gor from up the river 


Spruce logs have been selling at $12 to 


$12 50 per thousand, but it isjreported to- 
day that a sale of 1,000,000 has been made 
at $13 per thousand, the highest price 
reached "in years.
